ous ot al*. the Priace of 'S^ues, now 
King Edward VJI. The prince was 
about nineteen years old when he visit- 
ed Cnmhrjdxe. His signature is said to 
be still preserved, scratched on the 
window pane of n room in one of the 
older dormitories.
